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UNSCATHED BY STORM, 
GALVESTON REJOICES. 


Galveston, Texas, Juy 21— 
(Special.)—The city af Galves- 
ton sends greetings to her sis- 
ter cities, the people of the 
United States and of the world, 
in that at this hour it has just 
passed through @ most formid- 
able storm, manifesting in its 
course someof the most violent 
incidents and cyclonic disturw- 
ances, and its great sea’ wall 
has completely vindicated its 
efficiency and protected " the 
city against dangers from the 
sea leaving such insignificant 
damages as are incident to all 
storms. The city, its great 
business interests and its peo- 
ple have safely passed through 
a most severe hurricane, the 
sea wall proved a complete suc- 
cess.The city’s great wharves 
and shipping interests suffered 
no damage and not a life was 
lost.

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Galveston, Texas, July 21.—Ten dead 
is the total number of lives lost so far 
as is known, in the hurricane which 
swept over the Gulf of Mexico and 
struck Galveston this morning, and 
continued until after midday. 

While the city of Galveston was held 
safe against the fury of the storm by 
the new government $2,000,000 sea 
wall, far out in the gulf, on Tarpon 
fishing pier, 7 miles from the éity, 
where the storm whipped over the jetty 
into the bay, ten persons were washed 
from the rocky promontories into the 
gulf. Boats tonight are searching the 
bay for the bodies, but so far have been 
unsuccessful. Those drowned were 
members of a fishing party and em- 
ployees of. the Tarpon pier, marooned 
on the jetty. Boats were sent to their 
assistance late today, and it was learn- 
ed that the house in which they had 
sought refuge had been washed away.- 

List of the Dead.

curate list of the dead, owing to the 


Washington, July 21;—The white 
house dinner and conferences, at which 
the tariff conferees and the ,President’ 8 
closest advisers were brought to- 
gether tonight, in the effort to settle 
differences regarding the tariff bill, 
ended at 11:30 o'clock, with the dis- 
putes over raw materials no nearer 
adjustment than they were before the 
dinner invitations were issued. 

Tarif Making Is Trading. 

Only one question was determined 
beyond appeal, and that was that the 
conferees will have to settle their own 
differences. Pains were taken, how- 
ever, to convey the impression that 
‘this decision is not indicative of any 
absence of appreciation of the presi- 
dent’s efforts. 

It merely confirmed what the “elder 
statesmen” had asserted from the 
first—that tariff-making is trading, 
and the shrewdest dealer and _ the 


Willard Webb, a negro, 28 years of 
age, formerly employed at the Armour 
Fertilizer Works, was positively iden- 
tified yesterday by Mrs. Exie Brown, 
of Vining’s Station, as the negro who 
assaulted her near her home on Tues- 
day morning. He was brought to At- 
lanta and is now lodged in the Tower. 

The negro was caught in front of 
the court house at Marietta, carried be- 
fore Mrs. Brown at her home at 
Vinings’ Station, and, after the identi- 
fication, was brought in an automobile 
to Atlanta and placed in the Fulton 


county Tower. 

The cool-headed citizer® of 
county are anxious that the law take 
its course, now that the negro has 
been caught and is in jail. It was 
thought wise to bring Webb here. The 
citizens of Cobb county were assured 
by Sheriff McKinney and his deputies 
that full justice will be done. 

When caught, the negro Webb was 
calmly talking to a group of negroes 
standing in front of the court house at 


Marietta. Deputy Sheriff D. B. Parks 
first saw him and was struck with the 
manner in which he answered the de- 
stription given by Mrs. Brown. Call- 
ing to Deputy Sheriff J. H. Kineaid; the 
two officers seized Webb and placed 
him under arrest. Finding, though, that 
he denied the charge, that he could 
not account clearly for his whereabou‘s 
the morning before, Webb was hand- 
euffed, placed in the Maxwell auto- 
mobile of C..E. Henderson, the well- 
known Marietta jumber man, and, with 
Mr. Henderson driving and Sheriff 
William McKinney in command, the 
prisoner was carried to the home of 
Mrs. Brown at Virfing’s. 

Is Identified by Mrs. Brown. 

When taken before Mrs. Brown, 
is still in a serious condition, she posi- 
tively identified Webb as her assailant. 
Before making her answer, Mrs. 
Brown’s mother cautioned her to be 
eareful in her answer. The young 
woman, after taking a searching look, 
said: 

“l am sure he is the one.’ 

Webb at this moment showed his first 
signs of nervousness, declaring: 

“Oh, Lordy, I am a gener now.” 

Assembled on the outside. of _the 
house was a number of armed men, 
who had been searching the entire 
night for Mrs. Brown’s assailant. 

Webb was brought out of the house 
and tucked down into the space be- 
tween the front and back seats. Sheriff 
McKinney guarded the prisoner while 
Mr. Henderson was cranking the ma- 
chine. After the engine was started, 
the machine was turned in the direction 
of Marietta. 

At Buckhead the machine was turned 
into the road for Atlanta instead of 
Marietta, it being thought best to have 
the negro brought to Fulton county. 

After the machine left the Brown 
home, the men who desired to take 
Webb from the officers were quieted 
down, and reports from Marietta are 
to the Uffect that the people are satis- 
fied for the law to take its course. 

Mrs.. Exie Brown, the victim of the 
assault, is a young woman, 22 years of 
age, and is still weak from the shock, 
though ‘her condition ig not considered 
critical. She is a sister of Tom Hum- 
phrey and a daughter of Mrs. E. J. 
Humphrey, with whom she lives. Since 
Christmas she has been under the care 
of.a physician, her health having been 
poor for two years past.

Man's strength and skill were pitted 
against the fury of the elements today 
and man won, When the city of Gal- 
veston, safely -emtrenched behind her 
impregnable.17-fgot sea wall, withstood 
with comparatively trifling loss a tida) 
wave and hurricane equal in intensity 
and destructive force to the one which 
destroyed the city on September &, 
1900. 

In Galveston and vicinity nota single 
life is beliéved to have been sacri- 
ficed, but the material loss is thought 
to be quite extensive. The hurricane 
swept the entire gulf coast with an 
intensity and vieciousnese that has sel- 
dém been equaled in a country where 
destructive storms are not unusual. 

Entire Gulf Coast Swept. 

It had its origin on the Atlantic 
coast and swept westward and south- 
ward, devastating the entire gulf coast 
even as far south at Matagorda Bay. 
That some lives were lost and that 
much property was destroyed is the 
genera] belief tonight. With wires 
down and railroad communication de- 
@troyed, the exact loss is impossible 
to estimate. 

The hurricane struck Galveston 
about 11 o'clock this morning. The 
wind, attaining a velocity of nearly 70 
miles and hour, whipped the treacher- 
ous waters of the Mexican gulf tnto a 
fury of destruction. With the pent- 
up fury of ten years of hate, the waves 
blindly assaulted the grim parapets of 
stone which man had builded to re- 
strain its attacks. In vain it hurled 
its thousands of tons of water upon 
the splendid breastworks. Only a 
feeble burst of spray and a little water 
reached its objective and the be- 
leaguered city lay calm and safe be- 
hind the wall. 

Where Waters Had Their Way. 

Outside the limits of the city, where 
the wall had not been reared and 
where the city had not been elevated, 
the waters had thelr way, but they 
wrecked only deserted huts and aban- 
doned territory. 

From other cities in the affected 
area come tales of narrow escapes and 
much destruction of physical property. 
The only anxiety expressed now is for 
the smaller towns, villages and sum- 
mer resorts, with which the gulf coast 
is so thickly settled. /The entire gulf 
coast is very low and offers abso- 
lutely no protection from the storm of 
waves. Beautiful summer hotels and 
handsome cottages dot the shore and 
shelter thousands of pleasure seekers. 
What their fate has been or what it 
will be as the storm sweeps on no one 
can tell yet.

Acroplane Goes 54 1-2 
Miles an Hour. 


‘Best Speed Ever Made, Says 
Orville Wright---Aeroplane 
Swiftly Circled the Course a 
Dozen Times---To Complete 
Tests Monday. 


Washington, July 21.—In two short 
flights in the Wright aeroplanes this 
evening at Fort Myer, Va. Orville 
Wright, closely approached the world’s 
aeroplane speed record, attaining an 
‘average velocity of 54%. miles an hour 
as computed by Wilbur Wright, who 
held the stop. watch on the machine 
for half a dozen rounds of the course. 

On the first flight the air craft re- 
mained aloft only one minute and 
thirty-nine seconds, the aviator being 
forced to deacend by losinfi a cog wheel 
on the magneto, after making his sec- 
ond round of the course. 

On his second flight the aeroplane 
swiftly circled a dozen times around 
the course. Certain changes in thg 
gearing of the motor and propellers 
wrich were intended to give the me- 
f chine a higher speed hgd been affected 
earlier in the day. 

The Wright brothers had decided to 
give this speed change only a te- 
minute trial today, and the aviator 
the earth 
after ten minutes and fifty seconds In 
the air. 

On this record flight, a speed of 54% 
miles, it is estimated, wes made, 

“This is not the best speed that hag 
been made by us,” said Orville Wright. 
“We have made 60 miles an hour witb 
the machine when @ 20-mile breeze 
was blowing. The breeze today durin 
the last flight was biowing about i 


miles an hour.” 
The Wrights today signified that 


they would be through with their work 
at Fort Myer by next Monday, the day 
that the time limit expires. They do 
not antigipate that any extension of 
time will be necessary.

How the Storm Came. 

Officia) bulletins issued by the United 
States weather bureau gave warnings 
of the approaching storm, and in some 
measure the shipping wag prepared for 
it.. Before daylight the storm clouds 
began gathering in the south, far out 
over the waters. 

Every moment the wind increased in 
velocity until it had attained a max- 
imum of 76 miles an hour, and the 
mercury in the barometer fell with 
Startling rapidity as the storm center 
rushed closer and closer to the city. 
The barometer fell as low at 29.56, as 
against 27.50 when the 1900 storm was 
at its height. 

The waves, rolling high, dashed 
furiously against the massive concrete 
sea wall, hurling dense clouds of spray 
and spume into the air, where it was 
caught by the wind ang driven back 
across the city in torrents. 

Just before |! o’clock a heavy barge 
was torn loose from its moorings on 
the bay side of the city, and, after be- 
ing tossed about like 4 chip, was hurled 
against the railroad bridge running 
from the city to Virginia Point, about 
midway of the bay. 

With the exception of one telephone 
wire, which, although torn loose from 
its fastenings on the bridge, remained 
intact for a short time, all communica- 
tion with the outside world was at a 
standstill. Intense excitement prevail- 
ed throughout the entire city.

Sixty persons 
were rescued from these places, but at 
none was there a single person miss- 
ing, and thus tonight the early reports 
that no lives were lost are confirmed.

- The emplboyers’ Iiability bill was 
yesterday favorably acted upon by the 
house general judiciary committee and 
the measure will today be reported by 
substitute with the recommendation 
that it do pass. 

This action by the committee came 
after many vigorous arguments had 
been made against the bill by counsel 
for railreads operating in Georgia 
and after a vigorous attack upon the 
measure by Hon. Joe Hill Hall, chair- 
mah of the committee. 

The substitute bill adopted has this 
gg) oe 

“Provided, nevertheless, no recovery 
shal? be had hereunder if the person 
killed or injured brought about his 
death or injury by his own careless- 
ness amounting to a failure ‘to exer- 
cise ordinary care; or if he, by the ex- 
ercise of ordinary care, could have 
avoided consequence of the defendant’s 
negligence.” 


Carrier Must Prove Negligence. 

The bill provides that in case the 
employee has contributed to his own 
injury he may recover damages, but 
the amouat of such recovery shall be 
reduced in proportion to the degree 
of his negligence. 

Among the railroad counsel who ap- 
peared in opposition to the bill were 
John D. Little, John L, Tye and Robert 
C. Alston. 

The vote in favor of reporting the 
bill was overwhelming. 


Other Bills Reported. 

The general judiciary committee also 
agreed to’ report favorably the follow- 
ing bills: 

A bill to prohibit the publication in 
periodicals or the sending over the 
telegraph wires the name of any wom- 
an upoh whom a criminal assault was 
committed or attempted. 

A bill to fjx the fees of constables. 

A bill to make the salary of the 
stenographer ain the office of the at- 
torney general $1,800 per year. 

A bill to permit minors to recover 
in the case of the homicide of a par- 
ent. It proposes also to permit “legal 
representatives” to sue and recover 
as part of the deceased’s estate where 
the other provisions of the law do not 
apply. 

Against Ratfiroad Bill.

tion of Georgia laws up to the present time. Through « career spent on the 
bench and at the bar, practicing extensively in all courts and under every 
jurisdiction, he + equipped, par excellence, by knowledge, temperament and 
study for the accurate performance of just Such a task. If the legislature 
set itself to the selection of a man ideally fitted for a mission of this import- 
ance, it could not succeed in finding a more rarely competent authority. 

‘Five years ago Judge Hopkins retired from the dctive practice of law. 
The past three years he has spent in bringing the state code up to date. 
With the exception of the statutes enacted at the present session, which can 
be added in ninety days, it is ready for the printer. 

There is no question regarding the immediate necessity of a new codifi- 
The laws have not been codified in fourteen years. In that interval 
acts have piled up to the extent of 10,155 printed pages. Already the courts 
are conducted’ in every county at tremendous expense to the tax-payers. The 
amount of the additionaltoll rising out of the confusing and conflicting stat- 
utes of the old code can’ only be estimated justly by lawyers and judges every 
day dealing with the situation. 

Much of this expensive delay could be eliminated within three months 
by the use of the Hopkins code. It is at the disposal of the state at 
one-third the cost of preparing a new codification by a legislative commis- 
sion. And this it not to reckon with the added three years’ de.ay that 
would be unavoidable should the general assembly not take advantage of 
the Hopkins proposal and decide on a re-codification »y a specially appointed 
commission . 

Justice to the tax-payers and the overworked juaiciary “of Georgia de- 


mands an immediate re-codification of the laws. The acceptanct of the 
Hopkins code is urged by every dictate of sound business policy and 


economy.

WHAT OT HER STATES HAVE" 
DONE WITH HIGHWAY COMMISSION 


' waltor Constitution: Your editoria?, 
“Road Engineers Indispensable in 
Georgia,” strikes a very important 
note in the road situation. 

Road building and maintenance is an 
engineering matter. Until we recog- 
nize that fact we will. be behind in 
road development. I know of coun- 
ty supervisors who know nothing 
about road improvement and who are 
wasting quantities of money in un- 
wise construction and repair—far 
more than would be necessary to em- 
ploy highway engineers to supervise 
the -work. 

While each county should have a 
resident highway engineer, I wish to 
repeat what I said in your paper sev- 
eral weeks ago, that the paramount 
need of.the road situation in Georgia 
is a state highway commission or 
commissioner. 

The legislature would do well to 
follow the example of a tumber of 
northern states and create poe a de- 
partment; if a commission, one of its 
members should be a highway en- 
gineer; if a commissioner, he should 
be a highway engineer. 

County engineers would doubtless 
follow as a work of the corgmission, 
and intelligent methods of construc- 
tlon and repair in the counties. 

The “laws of Massachusetts, Con- 
necticut, New York, New Jersey, Penn- 
| sylvania, Maryland and some other 
states providing for state highway 
commissioners Or commissions are 
models, and a suitable law for Georgia 
could easily be made up from them. 
The commissions have a@ state en- 
gineering force which is of material 
assistance to the counties: the com- 
missions promote the systematic de- 
velopment of the roads of the state: 
the state in some cases gives state aid 
to the counties, through the commis- 
sion, in the @onstruction of approved 
highways.

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COTTON GOES DOWN 
26 TO 31 POINTS 


Rains in Texas Caused the De- 
cline---Market Closed Fev- 


New York, July 21.—The cotton mar- 
ket was very nervous and unsettled 
today with prices undergoing a se- 
vere break, following the official fore- 
cast indicating rains tonight or to- 
morrow in Texas. Bear pressure was 
ageressive at times, and many of yes- 
terday’s Well. street buyers sold, but 
strong interests seemed to be buying 
on a scale down and while the close 
was feverish at a net decline of 26@31 
points last prices were several points 
up from the lowest, 

The market opened firm at an ad- 
vance of 7@3 points,-on overnight 
buying orders attracted by the bullish 
developments of yesterday and the 
firmness of Liverpool cables. The early 
map ,however, showed a little precipi- 
tation and a low barometer at Galves- 
ton, which, with northerly winds, 
strongly suggested a break in the Tex- 
as drought. Selling was heavy on this 
account and when the western belt 
forecast was received the market 
quickly broke to a net loss of about 
14@18 points. Active support from 
leading bull interests checked the de- 
cline. December, which had sold off 
from 13.25 on the call to 1147 rallied 
to 12.05 shortly after midday, but the 
clroulation of rain predictions brought 
in a lot of southern selling which still 
further encouraged the efforts of loca) 
bears and the market soon weakened 
appia with December selling down to 
11.77 or 37 points net lower, during 
the later trading. The market was 
steddied around this level by reports 
that the wind had shifted, blowing the 
Galveston. storm out to the gulf, and 
while fluctuations in the last hour were 
very irregular, December closed at 
11.87, a rally of 10 points from the 
lowest. Liverpool was a large buyer 
here in the late trading. Southern spot 
markets reported early were unchanged 
to %c higher.

Union Pacific and United 
Steel The Favorites---Mar- 
ket Narrow. One. 

New York, July 21.—The genegal tone 
of the stock market is dominated yet 
by the action of the one or two of 
the favorite speculative stocks. The 
favorite since the end of last week 
has heen Union Pacific. Today United 
States Steel reasserted its earlier domi- 
nant influence, but this time on the 
side of reaction. The congestion of 
dealings in a few stocks is an evidence 
of the narrowness of the market. The 
dependence on the operations of a few 
active speculators to effect a price 
movement is another. While stocks 
are being bought by these operators, 
prices advance easily, but when they 
attempt to sell, a downward movement 
is almost as ready, owing to the small 
general speculative demand incited by 
the efforts of the habitual speculative 
element. The concentrated selling to- 
day in a few of the most influential 
stocks gave the impression of such at- 
tempts at liquidation of tmportant ac- 
counts and served to intimidate sen- 
timent. There were reports of sales 
of as much as 25,000 shares of Readiny 
by a single house and gales of 20,000 
shares of United States Steel by an- 
other house proved impressive. The 
upward start in Union Pacific proved 
insufficient to overcome the stronger 
influence of this apparently informed 
selling. Union Pactfic rose as high as 
199% in the first hour, and being a 
new high record and giving hopes to 
those who have predicted for three 
days past tbat the price was to touch 
double par.”.. The adverse effect of 
the selling of United States Steel 
proved too much for Union Pacific and 
it shared in the later weakness of the 
xeneral market. Yesterday's report of 
the sale of the company’s $10,000,000 
Atchison preferred stock was looked 
upon today as a movement to dispose 
of such holdings as subjected it to pur- 
suit by the government authorities.’ 
An unfavorable impression was made 
by the pointing out that the market 
price attained by this stock offered 
the first Opportunity for sale at a profit 
since the severe declines which fol- 
lowed its acquisition, while other hold- 
ings in the company’s treasury are far 
short yet of the purchase price. The 
talk of an ,intended increase in the 
Union. Pacific dividend was deprecated 
by persons connected with the prop- 
erty and this proved discouraging to 
the speculative maneuvers in the stock. 
The serious storm reported from the 
Texas coast had some depressing effect 
on Southern Pacific and was a grow- 
ing influence on the whole later mar- 
ket. The selling of United States Stee! 
followed it down to 71, but seemed 
to lessen below that point. as it had 
done below 72 earlier in the week. The 
Suggestion of sympathetic liquidation 
conveyed by this action was not rel- 
ished. Less was heard of the impor- 
tant developments regarding the stock 
to follow the return of J. P. Morgan 
from abroad, and predictions were less 
confident of an increase in the divi- 
dend rate next Tuesday. The near en- 
actment of the tariff bi is coming in 
for increasing consideration and for 
conjecture over its effect on stocks 
The favorable results to follow the 
completion of the tariff revisions have 
been kept. before -the eyes of stock 
operators for months so that a ques- 
tion is arising whether the number of 
early purchasers of stock waiting to 
take advantage of the circumstances 
to sell may not prove favorable. The 
opinion was heard today that some of 
the selling of today might be by hold- 
ers desirous to escape the possible am- 
barrassment of too much company on 
the selling side when the tariff passes. 
The tone was decidedly weak at the 
last. Additional bills were made to en- 
sagements of gold for shipment to Ar- 
gentina tomorrow, which brought the 
total to well over $7,000,000, an wun- 
precedented single shipment to that 
destination. Significant of the indiffer- 
ence of the money market to this de-
